Washington—There is no concealing 


the gratification felt in Washington 
that September has shown such an 
encouraging trend in the outlook for 
business . There used to be occasions 
when politics was .uppermost in the 
thoughts of the official set here and 
of course, the unusual situation facing 
the two parties Is an absorbing topic 
of interest, but the pr.mary considera- 


- tion after all is what the economic 


outlook happens to be. 


For this reason mere than passing 


attention is being given the monthly 
report of the Federal Reserve board, 
which shows a record-breaking volume 
of loans and investments, increased 
production in industry and larger re- 
turns from farm prices so that both 
wholesale and retail distribution has 
materially increased. 


The reports just available show that 


August marked the turn of the tide 
in what has been from many aspects 
an unsatisfactory year. 


CROPS ARF GOOD 


Perhaps the most encouraging fac- 


tor of all is the improvement in the 
agricultural situation. ICot only have 
the crops been beyond expectations, 
but consumption 
has increased 
in 


many commodities along 
with the 


higher prices. Consumption of. cotton 
for instance, is unusually large. ' 


The moment the farmers gets an in- 


creased price for his commodities his 
, purchasing power is felt in both the 
whole&ale and retail businesses of the 
country. The autumn months a'reVex- 
pected, therefore, to be very active, 
compensating to a large extent for 
slackness earlier" in the year. 


Indeed while in many respects 1927 


may not compare at all with Iho re- 
markable gains made in 1926, the feel- 
ing is beginning to grow that this year 
will stack up very well against some 
of the normal years since 1921. 


The elasticity 
of the 'American 


credit'system has. of course, enabled 
business to adjust itself. to ups and 
downs' in the curve of industry, but 
the underlying factor which .is re- 
ported from every side Is a-confidence 
in 
the opportunities of 
American 


busineso both at borne and abroad. 


INDUSTRY CONFIDENT 


A good deal of the difficulty with 


business conditions, from time to time 
is recognized as psychological. Some- 
thing optimistic about the inevitable 
turning upward in the fall of the 
year has spread through the Lusiness 
structure so that business is proceed- 
ing more steadily and confidently.

conferred 
Thursday upon Lieu- 


tenants Maitland and Hegenber- 
ger, San Francisco-to-Hawaii fly- 
era by President Coolidge. Leslie 
Maitland formerly lived in Mil- 
waukee with his parents. 


The decorations were conferred 


on the'south lawn of the White 
House in the presence of a com- 
pany which 
included Secretary 


Davis of the war department, and 
Major General Patrick, army air 
chief. 
The certificate of citation prais- 


ed the fliers "for extraordinary 
achievement, while participating 
in an aerial flight." and "for the 
masterly skill, courage, endurance 
and tenacity of purpose, in nego- 
tiating the flight to Hawaii," the 
first to be negotiated from the 
American mainland. 
President Coolidge congratulat-

with the governor, alleged that Dis-

Thiel had not suffi- 


ciently prosecuted three young men 
involved in "statutory crimes, while 
the girls involved were sent to cor 
rcctional institutions. 


'According to the "local newspaper 


Thiel said that Arthur Kahlow. May 
ville. who filed the affidavit against 
him, had been prosecuted for reck- 
less driving by the district attorney 
and-had requested Thiel to send his 
daughter to reform school.

Thirty-four rebel- were kil- 
led in the two combats, the first one 
at Los Mezquites, and the second at 
Portezuelo. In the Los Mezqultes fight 
the rebels headed by "a -Catholic 
priest, Father Scdano." resisted the 
troops from entrenchments for four 
hours before fleeing with the loss of 
14 killed. Two. including Sedano.' were 
captured and executed. 


In the second engagement 250 reb- 


els, under Alberto Parajas, Francisco 
Los Florencio, Zaragoza and Jesus 
Nunez, attacked federals under Col. 
Ortis Scvtla. Repulsed, they fled to 
the mountains leaving 18 dead and 
many wounded.

ENFORCING THE PROHIBITION 


LAW 


The shooting by dry agents of Charles 


P. Gundlach. a Maryland farmer, has 
awakened 
a protest throughout the 


United States against the killing of pro- 
hibition violators and suspects in the at- 
tempt to enforce the Eighteenth-amend- 
ment. It is charged that more than 200 
persons have b^en slain by dry 
agents. 


We should not be too quick to condemn 
the government for using strong methods 
to suppress rum running, stills and boot- 
legging when we bear in mind the fact 
that the illegal manufacture and sale of 
liquor is a gigantic national conspiracy 
which itself shoots to kill without an in- 
stant's hesitation. Nevertheless, it is not 
unlikely that in the numerous dry raids 
in which there has been loss of life some 
of the killing has been unjustified. It is 
not improbable that enforcement officers 
and detectives have exceeded their in- 
structions or have abused their authority 
in an excess of zeal or reprisal. 


We know nothing about the circum- 


stances surrounding the Gundlach shoot- 
ing in Man-land, nor do politicians, 
newspapers • and others 
who 
pass 


judgment for or against the -govern- 
ment. 
They are very much in contro- 


versy. It may be that the man who did 
the killing had sufficient provocation and 
it may be that he did not have. 
The 


final evidence should show. Complaint is 
made that jurisdiction in these cases is- 


denied the states where the 
shootings 


occur, and are transferred to the federal 
cojurts, where the government's 
defen-

tion the accuracy of which may or may 
not be sustained by the facts. 


Where there is open defiance of the 


gover-lment in the extensive manufacture 
or transportation 
and sale of 'illegal 


liquor, the government is justified in us- 
ing force. It must do so or abandon all 
attempts to uphold the constitution and 
federal laws. There is always a possibil- 
ity that it may go -too far, and 'may use 
its power harshly and excessive!}-, for 
human nature is human nature no matter 
where found or in what activities engag- 
ed. Probably the whole matter will be the 
subject of a congressional investigation, 
which might be a good thing. It would at 
least disclose whether the government is 
using autocratic methods in 
enforcing 


prohibition and whether or not its poli- 
cies ought to be modified.

During the same per-- 
or 37,870,937 pounds of newspapers-, 
magazines,s books, and other printed 
matter and 26,444,850 pounds of par- 
cel post packages were also mailed 
anc transported abroad. 


The total weight of this foreign 


mail matter was 69,945,484 pounds, 
and it repiesented a decrease of 2.6S 
per cent over the preceding year. 


Of all the mail dispatched 
from 


ur ports to foreign countries 56 per 
cent went in vessels of American regr 
stry and those vessels received 71 
per cent of the compensation paid for 
he service. The weight of the mad 
carried across the Atlantic was 35.- 
631,294 pounds and its cost for sea 
ransportation was .13,488,384.40; 42

BIG EMPLOYMENT 


PROBLEM IN AREA 


Demand for Big Machines Is 


Growing, Manufacturing 
Concerns Report 


Chicago — The west has gone cast 


this year in hacvesting methods. 


Tho combined harvest-thresher, 'so 


well known on the great farm of the 
west, now is being demanded by farm 
era in such volume that manufactur- 
ers could not begin to take care of 
orders and aro having to "ration" 
bales in states cast of the Mississippi 
river, according to the research 
de> 


partment of the National Association 
of Farm1 Equipment Manufacturers, 


More than 15,000 of these big "ma- 


chines that cut and thresh the stand- 
ins grain at one operation have been 
sold. Illinois has taken over 200, In- 
diana, Michigan, 
Iowa, 'Wisconsin, 


Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Ohio. 
Pennsylvania, Virginia and several 
coast and southern states have bought 
all. they could get. 


"It is the second romance of 
the 


reaper," say agricultural college eco- 
nomists and members of the American 
Society 
of Agricultural Engineers. 


Everywhere post-war economics have 
driven the farmer to -lesperate cost 
cutting and the combine, with a po- 
tential firing of three high-priced men 
on every job of small grain harvesting 
it does, cuts from 17 to 20 cents off 
the cost of a bushels of wheat, with 
other grains and seed crops in propor- 
tions. 


CUTS LABOR COST 


Probably 45,000 to 50,000 men were 


eliminated from the harvest fields this 
year by the addition of these new ma- 
chines, while at least 135,000 less are 
needed than before the combine came 
on the* scene. Farm women are be- 


- coming a big factor in the buying of 
these new machines, as they 
are 


emancipated from harvest cooking, a 
hot, dreary job. 


Soybean harvesting problems first 


brought the new machines into Illin- 
ois four years ago. Then sweet clover, 
l-ed clover, wheat, oats, rye, barley, 
alsike, cow peas, speltz and 
other 


crops were successfully handled by 
adjusting reels, gears and screens for 
each crop.
